AMERICAN DOCTORS _ 
FOR FRENCH TOWNS. 


(BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A. P.} 

AMERICAN ARMY FIELD 
HEADQUARTERS IN FRANCE, 
Sept. 9.—As a part of the plan to 
give immediate help to France 
through the agency of the American 
Red Cross, arrangements are now 
being made to install American doc- 
tors in every village of appre- 
ciable size within the zone of the 
American army. In most i 
Red Cross nurses will also be distrib- 
uted. It was found in many cases 
that the only doctors in a town or a 
village had been taken into the 
army and in numerous cases, killed. 

The work is being done under the 
direction of the American army sur- 
geons, a number of whom will them- 
selves become resident physicians... 
An effort will be made to better con- 
ditions among the French civil pop- 
wlation and also to make certain 
that the American zone is kept in 
the best possible sanitary condition. 

There has been necessarily much 
neglect in the villages, where only 
old women and children had been 
left to care for the affairs of the 
community, every able-bodied man_ 
having been called into the army or 
into some branch of the national 
service. The task of making good 
the deficit thus caused is a big one, 
but the American medical services 
are well equipped to take care of it 
and the Red Cros has promised ev- 
ery possible ald in the way of sup- 
Plies, doctors and nurses,

With a.corn crop estimated at 
600,000,000 bushels in excess of last 
year’s crop of 2.888,41, bushels, 
cornmeal, even at its present un- 
precédented hi price, remains the 
cheapest food discovered by the ad- 
ministration after a survey of fifty 
staples. Moreover, according to Mr. 
Hoover’s commission, there is twice 
as much nutritive value in a dol- 
lar’s worth of cornmeal as in a dol- 
lar’s worth of wheat bread. 

It is hoped that through the use 
of corn, wheat may be released from 
home consumption to make up the 
deficit in Furope, but the decision 
rests with the American housewife. 
“Corn bread,“ the food administra- 
tion admits, “cannot be acceptably 
prepared to be sold over the bak- 
er's counter.

Cabinet crisis has broken out 
as a result of the opposition of 

the Constitutional Democratic Minis- 


ters to the food programme ot M. 


Pieschehonoff, Minister of Sup- 
plies, and also the land policy of 
M. Tchernoff, Minister of Agricul- 
ture, as well as to the attitude of 
a majority of the Cabinet toward 
Ukraine. 

Constitutional Democrats demand- 
ed the postponement of considera- 
tion of M. Pieschehonoft's pro- 
gramme until the controversy over 
the land policy was settled.

erg® Texas Youth Tells Dangers 


Faced by Drivers. 


(SPRCIAL, CORRESPONDENCE. 

SAN ANTONIO (res.) Sept. 6.— 
An insight into the possible experi- 
ences that may be encountered by. 
American munition truck drivers 
when the fighting forces of this 
country are at the front in full 
force is had from a letter written by 
Edward R. Byrd of San Antonio, 


who has been driving an army muni- 


tion truck on the firing line for some 


time past. Mr. Byrd’s letter is, in 


part, as follows: 
“This is my first day of rest, and 


I take it with a combination of men- 


tal regret and physical welcome. 
But I secured a wonderful sleep last 
night and shall be more than fit to 
resume activities at the usual 4 a.m. 
call in the morning. The number 
of big shells I have carried in my 
one truck, the past ten days, goes 
well into the thousands, but I shall 
not state specifically, for fear of 
breach of military etiquette. te 


“Yester was a gloomy, 
Gay, and hundreds of 


drenched soldiers plodding 


the muddy and cheerless road. 
surely realized that they were mov- 
ing along to probable death, but 
they gave no outward evidence of 
the fact. They smiled and greeted us 
with a Won Camerade!’ and passed 
on. I couldn't stop a few tears that 
came to my eyes and I had a wild 
desire to go h them. It ie well 
that I didn’t, for my nerve would 
have doubtless proved a very tem- 
porary affair and I would have ex- 
perienced some difficulty and embar- 
—2 in taking my ‘French 
eave.’ 
“Monday, July 23, 1917, shall take 
as prominent place in my _ store- 
house for dates as do 1492 and Feb- 
ruary 19. shall not dwell upon 
the subject very long, for it has al- 
ready had sufficient thought. The 
German observation balloonists evi- 
dently saw our convoy drive into the 
‘pare’ at „for we had hardly 


gotten into the woods when shells 


n to come in. Our Camions 
were loaded with high explosives, 
so we were ordered to take shelter 
in the numerous ‘abre’s’ near by. 
fellow named Cooke (my good 
friend from Yale and Honolulu) had 
the first car and I had the second, 
and, as ‘misery loves company,’ we 
decided (each separately, I think,) 
to take the same dugout. Cooke’s 
and my curiosity were rather large, 
so between the two, we foolishly 
passed ample shelter in order to find 
a more palatial establishment. The 
first thing we knew, there was a ter- 
rible screech, whistle and then the 
explosion very near us. It was a 
shrapnel and an ugly piece, not 
less than six feet from us. Cooke 
and I exchanged giances and then 
dived together headlong into the 
nearest trench, for another shell 
was heard ſust behind the first one. 
Then the firing began to be rather 
hot and many shells and fragments 
hit very near us—three less than 
thirty-five steps away, as We after- 


firing a bit and 
Cooke was ordered to unload his car 
as quickly as possible and then to 
Heat ft. The unloading place was 
about 390 yards around a corner 

m where we were, and nearer 
the Germans. : 

DRIVING UNDER HOT FIRE. 

“As I was to follow Cooke, I went 
to the corner to see where the first 
car turned into the unloading ‘parc.’ 
He was about 200 yards down the 
road when a shell hit so near that, 
for a few seconds, the truck was in- 
visible in the fountain of dirt and 
smoke. In fact I was much sur- 
prised to see the truck when the 
emoke cleared away. Cooke was a 
bit shaken up, but not injured in the 
least. The next few minutes werd 
not exactly pleasant, for I am frank 
to say that I did not relish that lit- 
tle parade down the exposed road. 
T finally got orders to go down and 
T shall never forgive Cooke for yell- 
ng -by, you d Texan,’ 
when he turned out to let me pass. 
I couldn't see why he had to be so 
sympathetic and cheerful. Well, I 
found the parc apparently deserted, 
for all the laborers had taken shel- 
ter. With bursting shells on all 
sides to stimulate one’s mental proc- 
esses, it took mesabout one second 
to decide that I wouldn't wait for 
things to happen. The example 
must have been a one, for no 
sooner had I started to unload than 
Frenchmen popped up out of the 
ground in such a way as to re- 
mind one of the old fairy stories 
and they were welcome fairies—for 
in about four minutes (average time 
fs one to two hours) I was on the 
way to a much nicer place. 

“Well, to make a long story short, 
Cooke and I have three fragments 
(one is over four inches long and 
averages about t -fourths of an 
inch thick) that t from within 
three to six feet of us, and which 
were so hot that we had to pick 
them up with sticks.

Curious Election Complications 
Where Married Pair are the Only 
Two Voters—Must Adopt Another 
to Supply Number of Officials Re- 


quired for Balloting. 


The Venice City Trustees have 
granted the request of Mr. and Mrs. 
Victor Coombs to call a special 
election for the annexation of thir- 
ty-ome acres of land, adjoining the 
city of Venice. The election will be 
held October 11. 

Mr. and Mrs. Victor Coombs live 
in a district comprising thirty-one 
acres of land, on the border of the 
city of Venice. They are the only two 
registered voters in the district. 

Mr. Coombs is the engineer at the 
Venice High School, which is locat- 
ed within the district. 

The land in the district is valued 
at approximately $200,000, including 
the High School and the Machado 
school, both of whch belong to Ven- 
ice. There has been talk, on the part 
of representatives of Los Angeles 
and the city of Culver, of exing 
the vagrant district. But Mr. Coombs, 
as an employee of the city of Venice, 
and his wife, with interests identical, 
figured out the complicated situation, 
and, as a majority of the voters of 
the district, petitioned the Trustees 
of Venice for permission to hold an 
election so the voters in the district 
could decide if they desired to be- 
come ann 


Being the only two ‘vot- 
ers within the district, Mr. and Mrs. 
Coombs will be enabled to cast a 
majority vote, which looks as 


though it would be unanimous. There 
can be no competition. It is said that 
there ig another man living in the 
district, but he is not a registered 
voter. Should he qualify, and vote 
against annexation, he would be 
hopelessly outvoted. The odds would 
be two to one against him. 

The Venice Trustees were con- 
fronted with a complicated situa- 
tion when discussing the petition. 
The law requires the appointment of 
two judges of election and one in- 
spector. With Mr. and Mrs. Coombs 
as the only two qualified voters in 
the district, there was no one to ap- 
point as inspector. Finally, they de- 
cided to either round up the other 
man suspected of living in the dis- 
trict, or appoint somebody from out- 
side; in other words, the district 
would be compelled to adopt an- 
other voter to complete the re- 
quired quota of election officials. 

City Attorney Lyon of Venice fin- 
ally thrashed out the knotty prob- 
lem, and unless there is a split in 
the annexation party; in other words, 
a disagreement, between Mr. and Mrs, 
Coombs, the entire vote of the dis- 
trict will be cast in favor of the 
annexation. 

The voters of the district are not

AUSTRALIA FALLS FAR BEHIND 
SUPPLY PROMISED. 


Premier Hughes Calis Attention to 
Seriousness of the Situation and 
Points Out Financial Difficulties 
Threatening His Country as Re- 
sult of Submarine Campaign. 


IA. F. FOREIGN 
MELBOURNE (Australia) July 
28.—-Not a bushel of wheat. was 
shipped from Australia to Great 
Britain during the month of June, 
although the British government 
had arranged to take 600,000 bush- 
els a month, said Premier William 
M. Hughes in Parliament the other 
day. Mr. Hughes was discussing 
the effect cf the German submarine 
campaign and Australian shipbuild- 
ing measures to combat it. He said: 
“This (submarine) campaign has 
other effects besides sending ships 
to the bottom. It has a deterrent 
effect in preventing neutral shipping 
from entering our ports. If I make 
known the pet effect upon this coun- 
try it will more than anything else 
make the people of Australia under- 
stand what war means. Under the 
agreement made with the British 
government some time ago, it was 
provided that it should lift 600,000 
bushels of wheat a month. During the 
month of June not one -bushel of 
wheat was shipped from this coun- 
try to Great Britain. I feel sure that 
if I were to speak for fifty years 
nothing that I could say would con- 


jure up a picture more serious than 


that. Some of the channels for the 
disposal of Australian produce are 
wholly closed. It is a realization of | 
this difficult position which has 
caused us to tackle the question of 
shipbuilding in deadly earnest.” 

Mr. Hughes declared that if it had 
not been for the recent purchase by 
Great Britain of the Australian wool 
clip of the coming season the finan- 
cial condition of the commonwealth 
would have bordered “upon the im- 
possible.” 

In a subsequent statement relative 
to <Australia’s shipbuilding pro- 
gramme, Mr. Hughes said: 2 

The government has decided aft- 
er most careful consideration that 
these ships shall be built to a stand- 
ardized design, which will apply to 
all parts, including engines, and de- 
signs are being prepared under the 
supervision of Mr. King-Salter (head 
of the naval dock yard on Cockatoo 
Island, Sydney,) for this purpose. I 
have also had an interview with the 
general manager of the Broken Hill 


Steel Works, and all preliminary ar- 


rangements for the supply of the 
material for framework which his 
company can supply are now in 
hand. 3 

“As time is the essence of the 
contract,” continued the Prime Min- 
ister, the government is making ev- 
ery effort to insure that nothing 
shall be left undone on its part 
necessary for the immediate com- 
mencement of operations.”

However, it is elaimed 
that the organizers who have been 
working among the carpenters have 
held out promises to the men, and 
that an effort must now be made to 
fulfill them. 

It is understood the union mem- 
ders refused a conference with the 
Master Builders, and already are 
planning to carry their requests direct 
to the contractors. This, the builders 
argue, will be a feeble stroke of 
union diplomacy, because there are 
only two or three good-sized build- 

jobs in progress here and the 
contractors maintain it would be easy 
to replace as many union men as 
cared to walk out.

of Secretary of Labor Wilson, to act 
ee diator, between the carpenters 
and ‘builders, is still of the opinion 
that there will be no strike.

SIN DEADLIEST 
BLOW TO MAN. 


Mr. Sunday's Evening Sermon 
Full of Drama. 


Evildoer is Worse Scourged 


Speaker Plays Upon All the 
Chords of Emotion. 


Before a multitude last evening, 
Billy Sunday preached a sermon 
that was full of dramatic action and 
incident. 

Billy was at his best. Probably 
there never has been a preacher 


essayed a sermon on the subject of 
Naaman, the leper, and his dipping 
seven times in the Jordan, but Billy 
Sunday's sermon was “so different.” 
His portrayals of sin as a leprosy 
more deadly thana certain revolting 
physical disease were so real as to 
send shudders over the audience.

The chords of human 
emotions were played upon, and oyt 
of it all came the fundamental that 
was pounded in and pounded in— 
that ein is terrible and its punish- 
ment is awful; that God has pro- 
vided a way out of sin that is open 
to all who will accept its pro- 
visions. 

That wonderful adjunct, the choir 
of hundreds of trained voices, han- 
dled with the most skilled leader- 
ship, was used with striking effect 
as a preliminary for the sermon and 
prayer, and at the close of the ser- 
mon the chorus raised its united 
voice in songs of triumph that 
welled far out into the air of the 
night. 

This ‘closed the third of the meet- 
ings of the day, and Billy Sunday's 
second week's campaign against the 
strongholds of evil was launched in 

Angeles.

THE MORAL LEPER. 


I was being driven through a sub- 


who wanted to sell me a lot. He was 
telling me who lived here and who 
lived there, and what an honor it 
would be for me and my children 
to possess a home there. We were 
driving past a home that must have 
cost $100,000, and he said: “That 
house is owned by Mr. So-and-so.

LEPROSY AND SIN. 


“But he was a leper.” That dis- 
ease peculiar to the Orient is ex- 
ceedingly loathsome, and as I study 
its pathology I am not surprised that 
God used it as a type of sin. A man 
who is able to understand this dis- 
ease, its beginning and its progress, 
might be approached by a man who 
was thus afflicted and might say to 
him, “Hurry! Hurry! Show your- 
self to the priest for the cleansing 
by the Mosaic law.” “Why?” says 
the man thus addressed, “what is 
the trouble?’ The other man would 
say, “Do you see the spot on your 
hand? Hurry and show yourself to 
the priest.” But the man says, “That 
is only a fester, only a water blis- 
ter; only a pimple, nothing more.

I heard you 
sneer at religion; stop, or you will 
become a staggering, nruttering, 
bleary-eyed, foul-mouthed, down- 
and-outer, on your way to hell. 1 
say to you, stop! or you will go 
reeling down to hell, breaking your 
wife's heart and wrecking your chil- 
dren's lives. And what have you got 
to show for it?

Listen to me. Bad as it is to be 
afflicted with physical leprosy, moral 
leprosy is ten thousand times worse. 
I don’t care if you are the richest 
man in the town, the biggest politi- 
cian in the Congress district or 
in the State. I don't care a rap if 
you carry the political vote, and if 
you can change the vote convention 
—if after your worldly career is 
closed my text would make you a 
fitting epitaph for your tombstone 
and obituary notice in the papers, 
then what difference would it make 
what you had done—‘“He was a 
leper.” He was a great politician— 
but, “He was a leper.” What dit- 
ference would it make? 

I tell you, I was never more in- 
terested in my life than in reading 
the story of an old Confederate 
colonel who was a stickler for mar- 
tial discipline. One day he had a 
trifling case of insubordination. He 
ordered his men to halt, and he had 
the offender shot. They dug the 
grave and he gave the command to 
march, and they had stopped just 
three minutes by the clock. At the 
close of the war they made him 
chief of police of a southern city, and 
he was so vile and corruptible that 
the people arose and ordered his 
dismissal, Then a great earthquake 
swept over the city and the people 
rushed from their homes and thou- 
sands of people crowded the streets 
and there was great excitement. 

WHEN AUTHORITY FAILED. 

Some asked, “Where is the 
colonel?” and they said, “You will 
find him in one of two or three 
places.” So they searched and found 
him in a den of infamy. He was 
so drunk that didn’t realize the 
danger he was led him 
out, then put him on a snow-white 
horse, put his spurs on his boots and 
his regimentals on; and the Mayor 
pinned a star on his breast and put 
a cockade on his head, and said to 
him: “Colonel, I command you as 
Mayor of the city to quell the riot.

synomymous with all that is vile.

Leprosy is an infectious disease; 
it is the germ of sin. If there is 
evil in you the evil will dwen in 
others.

will be sin in the daughter: if there 
is sin in the sister, there will be sin 
in the sister; by your influence you 
will spread it.

NSEQUENCES OF PRICE FIXING. . 


Before the war wheat for seven years 


ranged in price from 76 cents to 87 cents 
per bushel. As late as September, 1916, 
the highest price reached was $1.17 per. 
bushel. In order to stimulate production 
and meet the demands of our Allies for 
food President Wilson has guaranteed $2.20 
per bushel for the crop of 1918. That

It was well said by Senator Newlands, in 
u recent speech made by him against the 
price-fixing law, that “just to the extent 
that we sanction a doubling of the price of 
any one commodity we must yield to the 
reasoning that will demand a doubling of 
the price of other cofmmodities, for they 
all have a certain relationship to each oth- 
er; and if we double the price of commodl- 
tles, we necessarily open up an era in 
which there will be a doubling in the price 
of labor, because every wage-earner will 


endeavor to maintain the purchasing power |. 


of his daily wage; and if he finds that that 
daily wage will only buy one-half the flour 
and one-half the amount of other commodi- 
ties that it would a year ago, he will insist 
upon doubling his wage.” 

The result will be that as the price level 
rises the wage level will rise in order to 
maintain a proper relation between the 


two. The result will be that at the end 


of the war the prices of commodities will 
be lifted to an abnormal level and that the 
cost of wages will also be lifted to an ab- 
normal level. 7 

When the war ceases and the world com- 
mences production again under normal con- 
ditions the price of commodities will prob- 
ably tumble; but the wage-earners will en- 
deavor to maintain their wate level. It will 
be found much more difficult to lower the 
wage level than to lower the price level. 
So at the end of the war we may have a 
most serious condition involving strikes 
and disorder, with a view to prevent any 
reduction in the wage level. 

If we double the price of one necessary 
commodity, can we refuse to double the 
price of other necessary commodities? 
Win we not be moving in a vicious circle, 
both the price level and the Wage level 
constantly rising, with no advantage to any- 
— except advantage to the 

ernment, will be compelled to 
increase the tariff on imported commodities 
in order to protect home workers? 

It is not clear what the solutien of the 
problem will be; but we may regret having 
taken upon ourselves the fixing of an ar- 
bitrary and abnormal price for anything.

RITISH RECRUITING. 

The appeal issued to British subjects 
through The Times by Capt. Walter Shaw, 
commanding officer of British recruiting in 
Southern California, brings a question of 
international importance before his coun- 


trymen. 

It is a highly sensitive point with our 
men that while they come under rigid and 
adamant conscription laws in this country, 
the British subject who makes his home 
here and enjoys the protection of th 
United States is, up to the present, exemp 
from any but voluntary duty. 
them, at the rate of ten a day, have has- 
tened to perform this voluntary duty but, 
according to the Federal lists, there are 
10,000 Britishers of military age in this sec- 
tion. And it is to these that Capt. Shaw 
has addressed his appeal to uphold the 
credit of the British empire in the United 
States.” 

There is, however, one line in that appeal 
which arrests attention: “If you do not 
volunteer today you will be conscripted to- 
morrow.” The significance of this is ob- 
vious. Canada has passed her conscription 
law by coalition agreement between the op 
posing parties and it is now being en- 


forced. And Capt. Shaw has personal ad- 


vice from England that even now the Brit- 
ish government is in negotiation with the 
United States administration to extend the 
provisions of that law to British subjects in 
this country. 

The reasonableness of this measure can- 
not be denied. There is no argument 
against it. As Capt. Shaw states, the last 
man has been conscripted in Great Britain. 
Every man between the ages of 19 and 41 
is already serving his country, either actu- 


ally at the front or in important national 


work. No private considerations whatever 
gain exemption in England today. 
of 19 are fighting your battles for you,” 
says the appeal, and in many cases men 
have been accepted up to 50 years of age. 
Under such circumstances it is unthink- 
able that British subjects of military age 
should claim exemption in this country. So 
far, about 500 men have been sent away dy 
the British recruiting headquarters and as

many more have returned to Great Britain 
on their own account. But according to the 
Federal lists, there are still 9000 or 10,000 
available Britishers in Southern California, 
ahd those who do not voluntarily come for- 
ward within the next few weeks will un- 
questionably come under the provisions of 
the Canadian conscription law. Those who 
volunteer now have the choice of service 
and regiments: Those who wait to be con- 
scripted will receive no such consideration. 

Capt, Shaw’s staff consists of ten men 
besides himself, six of them experienced 
recruiters from Canada and four from Eng- 
land. Capt. Shaw has been on the recruit- 
ing staff in England since the war began 


and has proved so successful that the au- 


thorities have refused to transfer him to 
more belligerent work. He is just above 
military age himself. 

The headquarters are next to the United 
States recruiting office in the San Fernando 
Building at Fourth and Main streets. And 
all eligible British subjects in this section 
will do well to report themselves without 
more ado. 


USSIA’S FALL-DOWN., 

Since América has entered into the 
war we have taken on ourselves the re- 
sponsibility of seeing Russia through, no 
less than the task of seeing Prussia out. 
And the example we set at home is bound 
to be reflected in the attitude of the new 
Slav republic toward the war generally. 
This is what Charles Edward Russell says, 
and his words are certainly worth weigh- 
ing, especially as he belongs to the Social- 
ist party in America. Says Russell: 

“Riga has fallen, but it did not fall be- 
cause of superior German arms. Its fall 
may be largely attributed to the disloyal 
speeches of United States Senators. At all 
public meetings in Russia“ pro-German 
agents tell the people the United States is 
not in this war to help them. To prove 
that the United States is not at heart in 
the conflict speeches by some of our Sena- 
tors have been read.” 

Allowing for the usual exaggeration of 
the special pleader, this statement of Mr 
Russell is a serious indictment of La Fol- 
lette and the gang of wilful men that thus, 
consciously or unconsciously, are strength- 
ening the hands of our enemy by sowing 
suspicion in the hearts of our allies. We 
in America know that they represent noth- 
ing dut their own inconsequential personal 
prejudices. But their speeches can readily 
be distorted by proGerman sympathizers 
in Russia into representations of the gen- 
eral feeling in the United States Senate to- 
ward our entry and participation in the 
great war. Such mischief-makers should 
not be allowed, right in the national forum 
of the American people, to fight the battle 
for autocracy by misrepresenting the views 
and aims of our government, our armies 
and our 100,000,000 people. 3 

Too ‘swift changes, even when the od 
ject of the changes is altogether desirable, 
inevitably produce immediate dangerous 
reactions. The Russian revolution is a case 
in point, It was too suddenly sprung; it 
was too easily successful not to create a 
panalyzing effect on the future activities of 
its astonished adherents. A glorious light 
applied to a people that have long sat in 
darkness is not an entirely certain experi- 
ment, especially when that purblind people 
happens to be traveling near the edge of a 
precipice. 

The revolution has forced concentrated 
probiems on a scattered nation. Untrained 
children are suddenly asked to take over 
the responsibilities of mature men. Only 
with the most careful guidance, the clear- 
est council and the irreproachabile example 
ean the new Russia be tided over the first 
stormy years of its existence. 

Uniess through the belp of her allies, 
which comes to mean more and more every 
day the power of the United States, the 
Slavs can be stiffened and backboned and 
braced and timbered to the sticking point, 
the victory for democracy may come too 
late to save the big left wing of the liberty 
structure that is being erected at the junc- 
ture of Europe and Asia Otherwise the 
great Slav race has simply been given @ 
few moments of free and feverish breath 
before replacing the load of Czardom with 
the strait-jacket of a Prussian Kaiser.

DRILLING DEEP 
AT M’KITTRICK. 


July Proves Big Month for 
Various Oil Producers. 


(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE. } 
M’KITTRICK, Sept. 2.—The Unit- 
d Western Consolidated Ol Com- 
pany, which is operating several 


wells in section 26, 29-21, on the 


North McKittrick front, has started 
@ new well. This section is one in 
which there are many wells with a 
geod production, and it is building 
up at a Fratfying rate. 

The H. 8. Williams On Company, 
which has conducted much develop- 
ment work on the North McKittrick 
front for many months, is adding 
a new well to its already long list, 
and hopes to duplicate the success 


that has attended a number of 


earlier ventures. The Williams com- 
pany, during the present year, has 
landed some wells having an initial 
production of from 100 to 150 bar- 
rels daily, of 16 gravity. The prop- 
ertly is located eight miles north of 
the city of McKittrick. 

The Standard Oil Company has 
Installed a rotary at well No. 2, in 
section 16, 30-22, the old Fearless 
lease, in order to drill much deeper. 
The general impression is that the 

mt depth of the well is about 

000 feet. The Standard has started 
two wells in the Midway field, one in 
section 16, 32-24, and the other in 
section 36. 31-23, where the com- 
pany has made good producers. 

In section 1, 28-20. the wildcat 
well of the Union Ol Company 
which came in some days ago, flow- 
img at the rate of 450 barrels of 32 
gravity oll per day, was at last re- 
ports “doing its bit“ at the same g- 
Mrs. The fact that this is a flowing 
well with such a good production of 
high-grade petroleum has awakened 
much interest among oil men gen- 
erally, while the announcement 


that the Union company is to drill! 


several more holes in this locality 
has added to this interest. The new 
wells, it is understood, are to be 
shallower. The depth of the flowing 
well is 2200 feet, and the scene of 
the strike has been visited by many 
persons interested in the develop- 
ment of the field. 

The Security Oil Company, which 
has more than a dozen wells in sec- 
tion 24, 26-20, in the Lost Hills 
field, and has steadily increased its 
work there, has started drilling’ a 
new well. The Lost Hills district, 
wherein some of the most promi- 
nent companies operating in the 
West Bide are making great strides 
in the matter of increasing produc- 
tion, is building up with remark- 


able rapidity, the construction of 
new Gerricks being noted in every 
n. 


ing around 30 barrels. 


sinking many wells in each and 
meeting with success by bringing 


in some producers whose output 


ranged fromk 200 barrels to 25 bar- 
rels per day, continges to lead all 
operating concerns in this part of- 
the West Side in activity. While there 
has of late been a falling off in the 
receipts by rail of casing and other 
well supplies consigned to the 
General Petroleurh, enough is yet 
coming in to keep the rig builders 
and drillers busy in taking care of 
new wells, with indications that the 
next few weeks will see still greater 
efforts to meet the demands of the 
oil situation. 

During-the month of July the Gen- 
eral Petroleum brought in six new 
wells in the Belridge district, these 
holes being in section 2, 29-21, sec- 
tion 3, 29-21, and section 11, 29-21. 
The largest production of any of the 
number was 100 barrels, two were 
credited with 90 barrels, and one

was rewarded in the t Hills area 
with five wells in July, all of these 
situated in section 19, 26-21. One is 
yielding 200 barrels, three others 
give an output of 100 barrels each.

FROM SURPLUS COAL 


NOW AN IMPORTANT INDUSTRY 
BECAUSE OF WAR. 


British Columbia Coal Companies 
Decide to Undertake Manufacture 
to Compete with California Ou 
as Fuel—Already Produced in 
this Country on Small Scale. 


The manufacture of synthetic pe- 
troleum from coal is becoming an 
important industry, chiefly as a re- 
sult of the war, although experi- 


ments looking to its establishment in 
British Columbia were under way 
prior to the question of war oil sup- 
ply. It is unlikely that such oi} can 
compete with the natural petroleum 
from wells or even from shale, in 
normal times and under normal 
conditions, but the war has opened 
a wide field for it in certain parts 
of the world. Germany is already 
making oil from her large coal de- 
posits and the British government is 
taking active steps to the sante end. 
Owing to the war censorship, the 
full details of what is being done 
may not be printed at this time. 
The decision of the British Co- 
lumbia coal companies to undertake 


the manufacture of synthetic pe- 


troleum from their product was 
originally due to the competition of 
California fuel oil destroying their 
market for coal as fuel. The heavy 
duties charged upon all foreign re- 
finery products in Canada may en- 
able the coal men to make a profit 
on the products of their coal 

Since the outbreak of the Euro- 
pean war aynthetic ofl has been 
manufactured from coal on a small 
scale in the United States.
